INDIANS AGATN IN EVIDENCHS 


ANUTHER ROBBERY AT KOWLUON, 

The Now Territory is rapidly acquiriog 
a reputation equol to that of (ho neighbouring 
turbulent province of China, Tho offenders 
against Inw snd order, however, are not all 
natives, Of late, the Tudiau clument has been 
much in evidence, and from their misdeeds 
it would appear that quite a number of thom 
hove “turned out.” Only w few days ago it was 
reported in these columns how a band of tivo 
Todinns ‘held up two riesha coolios near Kdw- 
Joon City and relioved them of their belongings. 
Now it would appear that three of theso mena 
bave been the perpetrators of a second highway 
robbery, aud again unfortunutely they have 
wscaped, although after their dast experien ov 
it ix possible that they will not be. so bold 
in the future, 

Their last attack wis on 
builder named Leonng Se who resides 
on the Suikong Road, Kowlcon, Lu his state- 
ment to the Pulice Leung said be Jatt Old 
Kowloon in.o ritsha at about 7.34 pan. on] 
Friduy. Hin journey. to Taisholk-ku waa on. 
eventful, Lut shortly after passing this jilace 
three. Indians suddenly sprang cut of the 
Yuehes by the roadside and jwld up his riesha, 
The robbers, who wore all dressed in white, 
carried large sticks as weapons of offence and 
defunce. ‘They first atlempted to frighten the 
ricsha puller, 6 task apparently requiring very 
Little offert, for on the first opportunity the coolie 
dived into the rerub ant was seen no moro, 
"Phen attention. wns directed to the fare, One 
of the robbers securell Leung Sue's queue, 
while anothey, seiz'ng him by tho arms dragged 
him from the ricsha-and Ufo third man pro- 
ceeded to searcn him Finding money in his 
girdle ho promptly, relieved him of il. 
Evidently the Chineman did wot submit 
quietly to being thus impudently robbed, and 
it must have been the noisa he wade 
which attracted the attention of » European 
constable in the vicinity: ‘The’ policeman ran 
to the scene of the robbery; but, when some 
distance off, was obaorsod by tho Indiana, who 
thereupon ‘dashed into the sernb. Tho con- 
stable, however, pulling out his revolver, made 
after one of them, and just ss the Indian wos 

dieappesripg smovg the bushes, fired at him, 
wilhout sny apparent result, ‘ The shot brought 
two Indian coustablos on the scone, and although 
they accompanied the Rnropean in pursuit of 
thy robbers tho laiter were not goon again. As 
the hour of this attack was also after sunset, 
neither the riesha coolis nor the wan who was 
~ robbed can identify the highwaymen, but both 
are certoin that they were Indiaus,

A oorrexpondent of tha NU Daily News 
writes on Novembor 18th :— “ 

T have just, rettirned from oa. trip through 
Noithern Manchoria, Harbia is making groot 
strides and will bo tho most important town of 
that district. Businow, howevnr, has received a 
set back since the withdrawal of a lacye portion 
of the Rogsidu Army. Thoro are a large 
number of flour tills iu and around Hurbin, 
ond the flour sold is of a fair quility, ‘here ig, - 
however, little market for the loci product. as 
it stands a poor chance in compelition with 
Amoerioan floor, which enters Viauivostock free 
fof duty, This towa is suid to contain a stock of 
flour sufciout to lust thres years and until 
Vialivostock ceases to ba a free port the Harbin 
mills have little chance of undorsolling the 
imported American brand, 

B.ilding in Harbin is quite brisk; avery: 
where fine buildings arospringing up, A larga 
number of the hongs sre-iu tho bands of the 
Japauese, who ure now to be fannd almost 
everywhere in Northern Manchorin, Some are 
évou iustalled on ihe land as farmere. : 

In Viadivostock Unilding bas been brisk 
during tho summer, but is now stopped by the 
cold weather for this year, ‘Threy hotely are in 
course of construction, and when fluish-d abould 
prove of great bonefit to tho town itaelf as well 
as lo travellera to and from Euraps via ~iboria. 
‘Two of these holels,) tha Russian and the 
Germag, ure neuriag completion ; and in tho ease 
of the third, a Franch hotel, the foundations 
only bave been laid.’ All tho three hotels 
aro situated in- tho contre ‘of the city on 
ty near the main road; and aro to be 
firut-ol as hotels, The German hotel is only 
some five minutes’ walk from the railway station 
and commands a splendid view over the whole 
port, Its french rival, thy Hotel des. Wazous 
Lits is tome throe minules further to Lhe west 
and hasa fine view over the innor bay. The 
Russian Hotel is cast of the German, further 
away from the port and railway atation.
